Uke every new phase of dvilimtion. Socialism thus 
far has received the attention only of the oppressed and 
the lowly. The opulent and the rich have no reason to 
wish for a change of the system. They do not, as a rule, 
want to hear anything about it. 

Until of late, outside of the working class, only stu¬ 
dents of history, of political economy, and a few ad¬ 
vanced thinkers have given any attention to the prin¬ 
ciples of Socialism. Most other persons have only a 
very vague idea even of its basis. Yet Socialism is in 
the foreground of discussion. 

Is This the End! 

Socialism stands for a new civilization. * 

Of course, with people who believe that whatever is 
will exist'forever, and that we have reached the acme 
of dvilization, it is entirely useless to argue. 

But surely no educated man believes that the present 
conditions are the end of all things. 

That we have not reached the end of our national 
development is clear. Every new invention and every 
new political question proves that to us. And it would 
be sad indeed if we had reached "the end.” We then 
should soon be on a level with China. 

And I need not explain, that the Sodal-Democratic 
movement is not to be traced to the irresponsible work of 
indivitj^id agitators or eccentric perioos.

The Socialist Trade and Labor allianca was 
an attempt to form a trade union movement 
on a partisan political baale. It was an effort 
to build up an economic movement* eubmitUng 
itself to the decisions of a political party. 

Previous to 1893 the Socialists had dsveloped 
great strength in the Knights of Labor. In fa^* 
in that yser they had obtained control of the 
New York district assembly of that organisation. 
They .were largely instrumental that year in the 
defeat of Powd%*ly for re-election* and their 
influence In the o.der wae so great that C. R. 
Sovereign* the newly elected master-workman* 
promis^ to appoint a member of the Socialist 
Labor party to the editorship of the journal of 
the Knights of Labor. 

The promise was not kept and gava rise to a 
heated controversy between Sovereign and Danial 
De Leon, the leader of the Sociallsta in the order 
and editor of **The People,*' the official organ 
of the Socialist Labor party. As a result of this 
controversy, the annual convention held at 
Wsshington in December* 1$9S* refused to seat 
De Leon as a delegats. The New York district 
assembly then withdrew and all connections 
between the Socialist Labor party and the Knighta 
of Labor were severed. 

In July of 189$ a national eonvontion was 
held of the Siocialist Labor party. Some Socialist 
trade unionists had. Just before* launched the 
Socialist Trade and Labor alUanco as a rival 
to the American Federation of Labor and to the 
Order of the Knights of Labor. At the convention 
the national executive committee preaented in 
its repoK tha outlines of the new organisation. 
It consisted • chiefly of bitter denunciation of 
the eating trade union movement* arrd the hope 
that the national convention of tho party would 
endorsa Ih^ Socialist Trad* and Lalmr alliance. 
Hugo Vogt mad# to th^ «,a^nvention the statement 
of the S<wlalist Trade end Labor alllancoi 

"l^elact," ha said* "that an economic move¬ 
ment wlUch can at times marshal an army of 
800,000 man* Is com p osed of schemers directly 
opposed to Socialism* cannot bo a matter of 
iMlifereneo to us. No influancs must ba allowsd 
to tbua overshadow the Influence of Socialism. 
Thoro aro no two ways about It. Ths whole of 
tkls labor movement must become satursted 
with Socialism. MUST BE PLACED UNDER 
SOCIALIST CO^^'ROL« if ws mean to bring 
togothar the wh^e working class into that army 
of omaaclpation which wo neod to accomplish 
our purpose. 

**Wa want jrou to undarstand*" he continued, 
**thot the S^alist Trade and Labor alliance 
CONSIDERS ITSELF AN ALLY AND SUPPLE¬ 
MENT OF THE SOCIALIST LABOR PARTY. 
The recant eonventlan of the alliance* in adopt¬ 
ing a constitution* provided that we request and 
inrita all soctlonR of tha Socialist Labor party to 
bo ropmaentod In tha central bodies of tha alii- 
anca ... Id th* aama mannar aa tha various 
UDlona ar*, but without parln* an* 4uaa to the 
national orcaniaatlon or taklna out an* chartar. 

"In ardor to mako It Impoesibla for an* maekad 
twindlora to obtain InSuane. In tha allianca 
and ta twin* it back ta tha oonaorvatlva aid*, wa 
bav* providad that •*•** offiear ... ahall 
taka a pladn that ha will not b* affiliatod with 
an* capitalist part*, and will not support any 
political action oxcopt that of the Socialiat Labor 
pdkt*. Wa ho** alao providad that whan th. 
national axacuU.s board ahall find an* .such 
offiear using hia offiea In tho int.raat of an* 
political part* othar than tha Sociali.t Labor 
port*, ha ahall bo axpalM.” 

Tlioao aro tha chief llnaa on which was foundad 
ths only atrictl* political trad# union that has 
over, so for at I know, bean launciiad in this or 
an* othar country. It la wall known, of course, 
that tha Socialiat Trada and Labor allianca navar 
had th* alightast influsnea in the labor mova- 
mant othar than to Injura S^ciallam, and thara 
would ba no rooson for raviawing ita history now 
OBCopV to aerva as a bitter taaaon. 

Tha orgoniaation cams up again for diacua- 
alon at tbs Soctaliat Labor party eon.antlon of 
ItOO. Aa practically arar* Socialiat who oppoaad 
tha trada union policy of tha Socialiat Labor party 
had loft that organisation, not ona word aif op. 
poaltion waa uttarad in that eonvantion agalnat 
tha Socialiat Trada and Labor allianca. It ^11 bo 
ramambarad that In all tha branehaa of tha 
Soeialia Trada and Labor allianca tha Socialiat 
Labor party waa to ha*o ita rapraaontativoa, but 
whan Dalagata Schulborg madt a motion that 
th'oa fratarnal dalogataa from tho Socialiat 
Trada and Labor allianca ba aaatad at ths Socialiat 
Labor party notional eonvontion, tha motion mat 
with considsrabis oppoaltion, 

IMogato Raid daclarod that "wa ahould not 
try to draw a parallel batwoaa tha fact thst tha 
SMiallat Trada and Labor alUancs allowa tha 
Socialiat Labor party raprssontation in thair eon- 
voatioh. That is no argument that wa ahould 
ha*a Socialist Trada and Labor allianca dalagataa 
to tho Sociiriiat Labor party convaation. Tha 
Socialist Labor party IS THE FORCE, IS THE 
PARTT THAT MUST DOMINATE THE AL¬ 
LIANCE, THAT MUST GUIDE THE ALLIANCE, 
and for that rooson it waa wiaaly put In tha 
conatltutloa that wa should have dalagata. from 
tho Socialiat Labor party to act in an advisory 
way and to Influaneo ths eonvsntlon of that 
oeanemic orgoniaatton. I do net thirk at th. 
p r aaant tfino this eonvontion should post any 
motion inviting fratarnal dalagataa.” 

At tha aama eonvantlen, Dalagata Myar offered 
tha following omandm.nt to fha party constitu¬ 
tion.

which reported advaraely on tha, raaolutlon of 
Dalagata Connelly, that no amplover ba admittad 
to mambarahip in tha Socialiat Labor party. 

The claaa war waa on* And that organisation 
which conaidarad itaalf tha aola rapraaantative 
of tha working claaa in Amarica* found Itaalf 
at laat in tha peculiar poaltion of alamming ita 
doora in tha face of the working claaa* and open¬ 
ing Ita doOra to tha employer. 

Such waa tha beginning and and of that 
curleui and eccentric phenomenon- the ona 
and only partiaan political trada union th* 
world haa known. ' 

It la little wonder that tha actual laadara of 
tha working class for years danounced Socialiata 
and Socialism. Tha anarchists war# forced out 
of tha Intarnatlonal Socialiat movantant for tha 
vary aama reason that tha Socialiata hava baan 
denounced by tha American trada union laadara. 
De Laon*a policy of rule or ruin avaa the polloy 
of Bakunin in tha International. FOR THE 
SAKE OF THE WORKING CLASS ORGAN¬ 
IZATION, the anarchlata* with their ruinoua 
and disruptive tactoca* had to ba annihilated. 
And no sane Socialiat can blame tha trada union 
laadara for daclarlnx war on all thoaa whothraat- 
anad to destroy the trada union movement. 
They ware forced into that poaltion to aava and 
project thair organisatlona* Just aa tha MarxlaU 
war# forced to exclude anarchlata to aava tha 
Socialist movement. 

Consider ona moment tha altuatlon. Every 
labor union waa danouncM aa a tool of ORpItalUm. 
tha Waatarn Industrial union along with all 
tha craft unions of this country and Europe. 
And this waa dona by a party that navar had 
one-tenth aa many mambara aa anv ona of 
aavaral intarnational unions, and In tha name 
of a trada union that coulo not muatar more 
than a few-hundrad mambara. Conaldar also 
that this waia dona by a party that had committed 
the greateet crlma known to "tha labor move- 
mant al this or any other country—that of dual 
unioniam. Aa tha claricata of Europa hava been 
iuatly danounced for forming unions on r«- 
ligloua lines 'thus dividing and injuring tha 
working ctaaa--ao' war# tha Socialiata of tha 
Socialiat Labor party justly danounced for form- 
int unions on political finea. 

If tha Socialist Trada and Labor alliance 
waa a fair aampla of tha political union* than 
Marx was never wiser than whan ha aaldt "Tha 
trada unions ahould navar ba affiliated with or 
made dapandant upon a political aoelaty • • a 

If thia happens it means thair daath blew.** 
Nor waa Aueuat Baba! laaa wiaa whan ha aald: 
"Party politics and religious diacuaaiona must 
be kept out of the unions.'* All of which means* 
"Workara of tha world unite*"*—not only So- 
elaliatt or Catholics or bricklayers* but all— 
without distinction aa to color* raca, creed or 
doctrine. Thara la ho place in tha labor move* 
nient for 'the rival union or tha scab. 

Wa hava'aaan how Marx and Bebal oendamn 
tha policies upon which tha Socialist Trada and 
^bor allianca waa foundad. Wo know how the 
Mcialiat party of Amarica haa alao danounoad 
thaaa policlaa. It remains for ua to aaa hew tha 
•ntire Intamationq^ Socialiat and Trada Union 
movamant# hava refused to aanction tba poli¬ 
cies of tha Socialist Labor party, tha Socialiat 
Trada and Labor allianca and tha Industrial 
Workers of tha World. Suffice it to say this week 
that, born In hatred* aucklad In diaaenaion*' 
tha aola partisan trada union that aver arose 
to deny the principles and policies of interna¬ 
tional Socialism cam# to destruction by its 
own venom, not* hewavar, until it had Im¬ 
planted tha poison of ita spirit Into tha In¬ 
dustrial Workers of »a World.

During tbe war of iLda 
pendence In IfiOP. tba Servian gar¬ 
rison here exploded a powder maga- 
sine, and perUhed therein, rather than 
fall Into the handa of tba Turks. A 
battik had previously taken place, and 
tba Turks commemoreted tbelr vic¬ 
tory by erecting a nide towar. orna¬ 
mented with tbe beads of tbelr 
enemies, says The Wide World maga- 
alne. Old people wlU teU you that 
tbare were once 1.200 heads, but as 
the tower wsa never more than 2d 
fMt high, this is probably an exag¬ 
geration.
